night, Eachcase, he asserted, must 
be judged on its own facts, which 
may be slightly different from 
those in the Hoffman case. 

Instead of appealing, he suggested 
that suitable amendments be re= 
quested, spelling out permission to 
park trucks of certain sizes. Atty. 
Johnson also informed the group 
that it might be wise to leave some 
of the parking problem up to the 
Board of Appeals, specially relat- 
ing to trucks of larger sizes. 

However, he said there is, at 
present, no authority for the 
Appeals Board to act in parking 
cases. , 

The Board may grant variances 
where hardship exists involving 
real estate, he explained, but this 
does not apply to hardships a man 
might suffer in his business.

RIAL THOUGHTS 


The group of contractors and interested citizens who 
met Monday night to consider the truck-parking problems 
arrived at a decision that makes good sense. 

The group will undertake to have the zoning by-laws 
amended, in proper legal fashion, to the end that the by- 
law will spell out exactly what type of trucks may be 


parked in a residential area, if any. 
This is a question that must be answered — and there’s 


no better way than to bring the entire problem before a 


town meeting. 


While this effort is being carried on — and this may 
take some time — it is to be hoped that residents of the 
town will maintain a hands-off attitude in respect to 


making formal complaints to the town government about 
parking in their neighborhoods. According to legal advice, 
each parking case is an entity, and must go through the 
courts by itself and be judged on its own merits. This 
would be a long, involved procedure, and would be a very 
costly matter if any substantial number of complaints 
should require action in the immediate future. 

A solution is in sight. Doesn’t it make sense to wait 
and find out what the voters want done in this complex 
situation before becoming involved in many legal tussles? 
When town meeting acts on the amendments, it will either 
ban all parking-of trucks, or it will provide some specific 
definition of proper parking Then enforcement will be 
simplified, and the legal problems Wilt—become less 


serious. 


Fven those who are most anxious to ban truck parking, 
and who base their arguments on the necessity for protect- 
ing the town and its residential areas, should see that 


involving the town in a series of suits will be to its dis- 


advantage. 


The best thing that can be done right now is nothing, 
until the proper administrative procedures can be followed 
and the subject can be put before the voters for action. 


Another Andover First 
Andover’s action in approving a Constitutional Conven- 
tion, and notifying all cities and towns in the Common- 
wealth of this step, puts this community in the forefront 


of the drive to modernize state government. 
Inquiries have been received from several areas of the 


state, since the resolution was mailed — an indication 
that the cities and towns themselves are becoming more 


interested in achieving this goal. 

Change in a document such as the state constitution is 
a giant undertaking, and it will not come quickly. All of 
the joint efforts will still not result in accomplishing this 


overnight. 


But as more and more communities come to realize the 
importance of considering some of the archaic features 


of our constitution at a convention called specifically for 
that purpose, it becomes more likely that one will be held 


eventually. 
Andover’s reputation throughout the state is enhanced 
by its prompt action in endorsing the convention approach.

“1 have been following the 
Townsman news_ items and 
editorial on the ‘Truck Case’ very 
closely. My interest derives from 
the fact that I have a strong desire 
to do what I can to preserve the 
general character of Andover from 
any down grading. Some of the 
attitudes and approaches of in- 
terested parties, as they are 
eovered in the Townsman, make 
me wonder-abeut_just what is going 
on. Perhaps a few exatnples_will 
indicate just what I mean.

10 Years Agu — April, 1951 

The annual Abbot Academy 
bazaar will be held May 5, and 
will be opened officially by the 
French consul general of Boston. 
The theme of this year’s bazaar 
has been developed in connection 
with the 2000th year of the City 
of Paris, France. 

First response to the initial 
drive of the Andover Visiting Nurse 
Association is encouraging, ace 
cording to Edward A. Romeo, 
chairman.

This is based on a case brought 
by the Town of Wellesley against 
an inhabitant of the town, which 
was heard by the Supreme Court.’

“The above Superior Court 
decision is not unusual. That court 


“iras-been very dilligent in guarding 


residential areasfrgm degrading 
uses. In another case détided.in 
1953, i.e. Pratt V. Building Inspec- 
tor of Gloucester, 330 Mass. 344, 
the court said, 

‘* ‘When the question arises as 
to uses which in general tend to 
become deleterious to a neigh- 
borhood of homes it would seem 
that the most liberal test open to 
us must be whether the use is one 
that is so necessary in connection 
with a one family detached house 
or so commonly to be expected 
with such a house that it cannot 
be supposed the ordinance was 
intended to prevent it? 

‘*In tnis connection the courts of 
the Commonwealth appear much 
more zealous than our own news-~ 
paper and perhaps some of our 
officials. To quote from Lexington 
V. Govenar, 295 Mass. 31 
merece The beauty of a 
residential neighborhood is for 
the comfort and happiness of the 
residents and it tends to sustain 
the value of property in the neigh= 
borhood? 

**T was amazed to read of sugges 
tions for means to void the effect 
of the court’s decision in the instant 
case, of steps to take to amend 
Andover’s by-laws to permit 
deterioration of residential values. 
I feel sure that the owners of 
residences are alert and that this 
campaign to degrade Andover’s 
prime characteristic will fail. 
Each owner recognizes that, under 
such an amendment, his property 
may be degraded at any time by 
trucks parked onadjoining proper= 
ties. 

‘*You may ask how I dare to 
discuss these legal questions in 
the light of the opinions expressed 
by the attorneys in your news 
releases. I practiced law in another 
state for many years and I am 
not unfamiliar with legal research. 
The strange absence of interest in 
and sympathy for the property 
owner intrigued me and I undertook 
to search the law. It is my opinion, 
for what it is worth, that any 
appeal brought on the grounds 
mentioned in your columns would 
be frivolous and a waste of the 
taxpayers’ money.’’
